Lines of the Allies G 
Are Being Drawn Clos 


Combles and To 


On Front of Twenty-five Miles to Both Sides of River Somme Battle 
is Le With Gains Both by British and French—Number 
of Villages Have Been Taken and All Advances Have Been Main- 
tained—French Have Taken 6,550 Prisoners and 36 Guns Since 
Sunday. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) ; 

LONDON, Sept. 5—The lines of the entente allies are drawing 
more closely about Combles and toward Peronne, and farther the 
wedges are being driven into the German lines both north and south 
of the River Somme. On a front of 25 miles the French and British 
troops, supported by their enormous artillery arm, are still hammer- 
ing the German positions and sustaining heavy counter attacks. 

North of the Somme, to the east and southeast of Le Forest, the 
French have driven forward their lines, capturing the outskirts of the 
Anderlu wood, Hospital Farm, the Rainnette wood, part of Marrieres 
wood, and a position on the road leading from Bouchavesnes to Clery. 

On the Somme front the French have also taken the town of Chil- 
ly, situated one mile west of the railroad leading from Chaulnes to 
Roye, a line of trenches east of Soyecourt, and numerous isolated posi- 
tions between Vermandovillers and Chilly. Sinee Sunday the French 
alone have taken on the Somme front 6,550 prisoners and 36 guns, 28 
of them being of heavy calibre. 

BRITISH REPORT. 

LONDON, Sept. 6—The official statement from British general 
headquarters issued last night says: 

“Today’s fighting resulted in further strengthening our positions 
in the Leuze wood, of which we now hold the greater part. Sixty more 
prisoners were taken. Despite the heavy enemy artillery fire and the 
indifferent weather conditions our troops are still pushing forward 
and are in possession of all the ground between Falfemont Farm and 
Leuze wood, and between Leuze wood and the outskirts of Ginehy. 

‘During the day we bombarded the enemy’s positions in the 
vicinity of Hohenzollern redoubt, opposite Givenchy, and south of 
Neuve Chapelle. Yesterday, despite unfavorable weather, our aero- 
planes carried out successful reconnaissances in co-operation with our 
artillery.’’

Ottawa Correspondent Says 
New Staff Soon To Be 
Announced 


ELIGIBLE MEN ARE 
TO BE CANVASSED 


Each Military District of the 
Dominion Is To Be 


Organized 
(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
WINNIPEG, Sept, 6.—The Free 
Press’ Ottawa correspondent, in a 


tch tonight, says: 

“The personnel of the government's 
new staff of directors of national ser- 
vices, who will constitute the re- 
organized recruiting staff of the Do- 
minion, will be announced shortly. 
The new recruiting pians which have 
been under consideration for some 
weeks past by the cabinet will Involve 
a raidical change in the somewhat 


haphazard and unco-ordinated me- 
thods of the past, 
“The militia department will con- 


tinue to look after the details of re- 
cruiting efforts under the supervision 
of district officers commanding, but a 
serious effort will now be made under 
the direction of a staff of carefully 
selected men to secure what will be 
in effect national registration and the 
directing of each man as far as praec- 
ticable to his most useful sphere of 
national war service, ‘ine scheme 
embraces not only organized, thorough 
and economic efforts to get recruits 
for overseas service by local and dai- 
rect canvass of eligible men, but it 
also contemplates obviating any un- 
due interference with necessary pro- 
duction at home, efther industrial or 
agricultural, through the sending of 
men to the war who might do better 
national service by continuing in their 
present vocations at home. The de- 
tails of the scheme are now being 
worked out, 
The Main Difficulty. 

“The main difficulty seems to be to 
get suitable men for a position de- 
manding good judement, executive 
ability and a comprehensive grasp of 
the miany-sided requirements and 
phases of war work, There is, so 
far as can be learned, no intention of 
putting Literally into effect a general 
national registration of all males of 
military age, but by careful organiza- 
tion of each military district, and sub- 
sequent utillzation of intelligent of- 
ficers for recruiting it is expected that 
the same results will be obtained as 
has been obtained in Great Britain, 
New Zealand and Australia through 
direct national registration. There is 
no thought of resorting to compulsory 
military service or abandoning the 
pres t system. It is believed by the 
government that there is no need for 
compulsion for the present at least, 
pect Recruiting to Pick Up, 

“There are over 150,000 Canadians 

in training and ‘in reserve’ in Canada 
or in England, Recruiting, which has 
dropped off during the past three 
months, is expected to pick up again 
next month as as harvesting op- 
erations and the open season for out- 
r labor is over Meanwhile, how- 
having in view perhaps two 
years more of recruiting effort the 
militia department sees the need of 
further and more systematized efforts 
to bring up the stream of new men to 
the full tide of the requirements of the 
wastage at the front and of further 
preparedness for the steam roller of- 
fensive of the allfes next year. 
“With a view to bringing in men 
who were rejected because of technic- 
ally defective eyesight the standard 
required has been again somewhat 
lowered, Under the new eyesight 
tests every man with ¢ rage eyesight 
will be accepted for overseas service. 
Practically all that is required is to be 
able to see well enough to shoot a 
German at from thirty to five hund- 
red yards, Trench warfare does not 
demand the same keen eyesight that 
rifle fire in open country demands, 
Under the new regulations it is ex- 
pected that many men previously re- 
jected for some minor defect of eye- 
sight will now be able to enlist.”

NO SETTLEMENT IN 
FISHERIES DISPUTE 


Ottawa Envoys to Washington Have 
Fruitless Mission on Sea- 
board Case, 


Ottawa, Sept. 5—Sir Joseph Pope, 
under secretary of state for external 
affairs, and W. A, Found, superin- 


tendent of fisheries, have returned to 
Ottawa ‘from Washington, where they 
have been endeavoring to secure some 
satisfactory adjustment of the inter- 
national friction which has arisen 
over the question of shipping regula- 
tions for fish caught by American 
fishermen off the coast of British Co- 
lumbia, The mission of the two Can- 
adian enyoys has not resulted as yet 
in a settlement of the trouble and ne- 
soUations will haye to be continued, 
It is probable that no amicable settle- 
ment of the trouble will be reached 
until after the presidential elections 
are beld in the States this autumn 
and the sectional appeals of politic- 
jans in the western Pacific states are 
out of the way. 

The question concerns the Canadian 
requirements that American fisher- 
men loading with bait at Prince Rup- 


ert or other Canadian ports, muat re- 
turn to that port to ship the eateh 
Gver Canadian lines. Seattle fisher- 
men have recently disregarded this 


regulation and have taken their cateh 
straight to Seattle.
